Senior Citizens May Apply 
At City Hall to Obtain 
Reductions in Bus Fares 


Following decision of City Council—at instigation of 
the Coordinating Council—that City Hall will be used in 
receiving applications from Senior Citizens for identifi¬ 
cation cards to be used in connection with reduced bus 
fares for the aged, the following rules have been estab¬ 
lished: __

THIS PROGRAM will en¬ 
title the eligible Senior Citi¬ 
zens to a 10-cent reduction 
in the regular cash rate of 
fare on all lines having a 
minimum basic cash fare of 
25 cents. 

The committee stresses 
that all those who qualify 
must bring with them the 
following items when ap¬ 
plying for a permit card: 

(A) —A strip of four (4) 
photos taken in a self- 
service photo machine lo¬ 
cated in drug and variety 
stores in local neighbor¬ 
hood.
